Washington, Nov. 10 —(/P)— The 


Senate had before it today a new 
modified version of the long-pro- 
posed Arkansas Valley Authorily 
bill. 


The measure, introduced yester- 


day by Senator McClellan (D-Ark), 
called for post-war construclion of 
dams, reservoirs, floodways 
and 


levee improvements which McClel- 
lan estimated would cost $261,965,- 
000. 


The projects, already authorized 


by Congress with a few in the gen- 
eral plan already completed, are 
located in Kansas. Missouri, Okla- 
homa, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Arkansas. 


"Thisb ill if enacted will con- 


stitute a legislative directive 
that 


the 
comprehensive 
program 
in 


these valleys be consummated with 
all dispatch possible as a part of 
our postwar construction and em 


told the Senate. 


"This bill if enacted will con- 


over-all policy and advances an en- 
tire program" without favoring any 
particular project. 


Such legislation had been spon- 


sored in previous sessions by form- 
er Rep. Clyde Ellis of Bentonville,

10 per cent levy on all retail sales 
would net a neat six billion a year, j 
They spoke glibly of the simplicity 
of collection; the tapping of 
our 


untaxed millions (the lower 
two- 


thirds 
of 
wage earners, under 


$3,000 a year, who pay a compara- 
tively small amount of our 
tax 


total); the levy of a tax that would 
hit the spenders and thus lower the 
danger of inflation. 


Here is what happened. Propon- 


ents settled down to the business of 
trying to write a law. 
If, 
they 


said, they were going to hit 
the 


small taxpayers that hard, 
they 


would have to give them 
relief 


from some other taxes. All right, 
repeal the Victory tax. Immediate- 
ly-, about one-third to one half of 
that prospective $6,000,000,000 dis- 
appeared. All right. Raise income 
exemptions. To make that 
relief 


that, it appeared, about two billion 
would have to be sacrificed. 


How about exempting food, seed, 


feed, fertilizer, farm 
machinery 


and a few other things. At the 10 
per cent rate, that would just about 
cut the six billion in half. 


In addition, along came the re- 


tailers and tax collectors 
to ex- 


plain all the complications and col- 
lection costs. They had the figures 
from 31 states, where sales taxes 
have been tried or are now in force. 


The retailers, already 
groaning 


under ration points, price ceilings, 
OPA 
and 
WPB 
questionnaires, 


wage deductions, and what-not, ex- 
plained that any additional book- 
keeping burdens would just about 
put them out of business. 
They 


asked that if such a law is enacted 
the government compensate them 
for collection of the tax (as 
has 


been done in eight of the states 
where sales taxes are in force). 


Then came labor to say pretty 


flatly that if a sales tax is levied, 
compensating wage increase in the 
lower brackets would have to be 
allowed. They argued that 10 per 
cent sales tax on the wage earners 
who put their entire income into 
the necessities of life would mean 
a 10 per cent reduction in 
their 


standard of living, while it would 
mean no change at all to 
those 


in the upper income brackets. 


To compensate for 
this 
would 


mean a revision of the Little Stee 
wage formula 
and perhaps 
an 


opening wedge to wage increases 
all up the line, resulting in an al 
most certain breakthrough of th< 
inflation line. 


There, briefly, is the
